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* Good Advice to the Pulpits. 
and the diſturbing the Government, is no neceſſary 
Preparation for directing People the Way to Hea- 
ven. Patience and Refiznation may be eaſily taught 
without the help of S075 ; the Scripture furniſhes 
Matter and Examples enough without going up in- 
to the Clouds, And I with this Modern way of 
teaching Patience, be not a new kind of Palpit- 
Drum to alarm People into the Spirit of Rebellion. 
E would not be for raiſing Scandals againſt any 
Society of Men, much leſs againſt thoſe who pre- 
tend to the Goſpel. But when I ſee the Effes of 
ſuch kind of Preaching, how it raiſes D:ſcontents 
and Jealouftes, and becomes an Aggrievance to the 
Prince, I cannot but wiſh, that ſuch as follow this 
Method, and iztend the Miſchief, were more Loyal ; 
and ſuch as intexd it not, were more Wiſe. Howſo- 
ever itbe, Iam ſure the Method is unwarrantable, 
and not at all becoming thoſe, who would willingly 
be thought the Beſ# Preachers in the World, and the 
Beſt Subjects. 
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The Memory of the Fuft ſhall be Bleſſed, but the name 
of the Wicked ſhall Rot. 


Shall not trouble my ſelf nor you with any tedious 
Introductions, or Jong Circumlocutions ( as ſome 
Divines uſe } before 1 come to the buſineſs in

But Men are Partial ( Beloved ) now adays, and 
Cenſorious too 5 if we Preach moſt powerfully, and 
preſs things home effectually to Mens Conſciences, why, - 
you hear what they ſay, they ſay we are Hypocrites, 
that our Diſcourſes are nothing elſe but a-Gypſe-like- 
Canting, that the unutterable Groans of the Spirit are

Royal Preroga- 
tive, witneſs thoſe many excellent Speeches of is in 
tis Chancelcrſhip. And yet not fo ſt:fi neither 5 but 
C when after bis Degradation) be began not to love 
the Court ſo heartily as before, he tken altered to 
the Majeſty of the People, and detended the High and 
Mighty Plenipotentiartes, the Multitude ; then he wiſe- 
Iy conſulted with the Uncontroulable Rabble, to ſup- 
port Magna Charta, Liberty, Property, RC. ; 

From this ſolicitors Care of the Nations. Good, ſprung 
that never to be forgotten Model of the Aſſociation, 
ths Spawn of the Holy Teague and Covenant. Who 
| there- 
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therefore can ſufficiently Lament this Worthy Perſon , 
the publick Pillar of the State, the Xoſes, the Condu- 
Ctor of the People , nay ( without ProphaneneG) the 
Puny Saviour of the Nation? What, could I repeat 
concerning his worth? the Exaltednels of his Fortune, 
the High and Meritorious Dignities conferred upon 
him, ts Prudence, Magnanimity and Height of Spirit , 
his Proving, and Zealous Proſecution of the Late Ploz, 
and faithful Adhzſion to the Crowns when the Crown 
was kind to him, and Promoted him? But why ſhould 
I thus deſcant on the wonderful perfc&tions of this 
Man, who was as Eminent for Religion, as for his Po- 
liticks.

They teeze us with their Spiritual Bumms, and Religi- 
ous Kid-nappers, the Informers Carp and Crow over us, 
and expoſe us publickly in Corrants, Dialogues, &c, 
but I thall not be cenforious as the wicked are. The 
end of ſuch Men will be Tragical, and their Memo- 
ries hateftl to future Ages. Let the wicked (Beloved ) 
tickle and pleaſe themſelves, and laugh at our Perſecutions 
(Ss the cunning Obſ/ervatgy does the time will come , 
when the Wind and Tide is on our ſides ( when Al.

you.) Such Men as theſe, I ſay, who expoſe the 
Righteous, and endeayour to make their Names od!- 
ous in this World, will by a ſtrange ( though juſt _) 
courſe of Providence be made wanderfully ridiculous 
themſelves, and their Names (in the Words of my- 
Text ) will Aot, and (as I may ſay) Putrify.

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fuſion? Who knows but ſome cunning Politick Perſon 
of Quality (as the Remarquer on Jopiar, or the Au- 
thor of the Elegy on Srafford ) may interpoſe , 'and 
vindicate our Caule in the Declenſion of its Age : Such 
as theſe, both good Logicians, Hiſtorians, and pro- 
found Politicians into the Bargain, would manage the 
concern bravely, if they would but take the Reve- 
rend Mr. John — # ( in the room of that ſottiſh Be- 
ftial Satyr of Salamanca , who has Debauch'd our 
Caufe ) to. be their worthy Chaplain, and Mr. Hunt 
their Secretary, Lord ! what a Blefled Reformation 
might ſuddenly follow?
